“The federal reserve board didn’t 
create this financial depression,” 
Governor Harding exclaimed toward 
the end of the day. “It saw it 
coming and got ready to protect 
things an@ people ought to be 
grateful it did so. Now all we need 
is cessation of pessimism, which 
marks bad times as foolish opti- 
mism marks good times. We all 
know now everybody was going 
crazy in the boom during the fall 
of 1919. 

“This situation ts going to work 
ow. There's no comparison between 
th,\ condition of a year ago and 
com™“Mions today. Take cotton, 
with a low yleld, and exporte pick- 
ing up. Banks everywhere are ful- 
ly justified now in carrying loans. 

; Quit Pessimism. 

“All we've got to do is to get 
out of everlasting pessimism and 
quit saying everything is going to 
the dogs. Why. a man has to put 
up a good cheerful face If he wante 
eredit. You can’t talk to the bank- 
er like you do to the tax assessor.” 

Previously a sharp passage had 
taken place in which Representa- 
tive Funk, republican, llinols; Rep- 
resentative Mills, republican, New 
York, and later Governor Harding 
participated. 

“I am keenly disappointed,” Rep- 
resentative Funk said, “because the 
reserve system has been challenged, 
complained of, criti 
charged on one grouné@ that !t has 
discriminated against agriculture.

Farm Credits.

Funk continued, “concerning the 
price of wheat in 1920?" 

“T never heard that before.” Gov- 
ernor Harding said. “Did it cause 
a break in wheat prices?’ 

“It had some effect, Mr. Funk re- 
sponded. : 

“The board has cautioned reserve 
banke not to issue circulars,” Gov- 
ernor Harding continued, “it’s the 
job of a banker to look to the value 
ef his collateral, but to do it in a 
quiet way. It is not the function 
of the reserve system to regulate 
prices, up or down, but to main- 
tain credit.” 

In general, Mr. Harding said, “the 
attitude of the reserve bvard to- 
ward agriculture, hag been great- 
ly misunderstood anf grossly mis- 
represented.”

FURTHER EVIDENCE 
OF BETTER BUSINESS 


Brighter Outlook for Cot- 
ton Seen by Leaders in 
Production and Manu- 
facturing.

The Federal Reserve bank of At- 
lanta.is prepared to assist member 
banks, and even non-member state 
banks, through its members, to se- 
cure all nécessary money to meet 
agricultural demands in the har- 
vesting and marketing of crops, at 
the uniform interest rate to banks 
‘of 6 per cent per annum. 

This statement of Governor M. B. 
Wellborn, made Thursday, is back- 
ed’ by a federal reserve system re- 
tio of 63.3 per cent as against 43 per 
cent One year ago, which illustrates 
not only the powerful position it is 
in to finance agriculture to an un- 
limited extent in reason, but is in- 
dicative of the rabid and unmistak- 
able swing of the business pendu- 
lum back to normal. 

Business Barometers. 

If there is one group of, ingtitu- 
tions in the country that are nec- 
essariiy barometers of general com- 
mercial, Industrial and agricultural 
conditions, they are the federal re- 
serve régional or district banks. 

Their business figures are at all 
times in the pulse of zone condi- 
tions in every. line where capital is 
employed, and they must, therefore, 
feel the most delicate 
upon trade, whether created: bY. in- 
fiation or deflation in produci 
manufacturing or distributing S24 
cles. 

That the Atlanta reserve bank 4s 
now ready to meet any and all le- 
gitimate agricultural] demands upon 
it at a normal low rate of interest 
is irrefutable evidence that the tide 
of depression incident to a post-war 
reconstruction has reached its flood, 
and is now receding. This fact 1s 
being daily refleoted in the stock, 
bond, cotton and grain markets, 
where recoveries are gradual but 
certain, and particularly in easier 
credit conditions in the south and 
west, where agricultura! production 
is the paramount agency for crea- 
tion of new wealth. 

Drop in Rates. 

The forcing down of interest rates 
in money centers, a pace set by the 
federal reserve system, has followed 
the heavy liquidation of credits, and 
that fact alone has established the 
trend toward stabilization of busi- 
ness, which is now jn such full 
swing that leading economists of the 
country are predicting a business | 
revival in 
akin to a boom. 

The interest rate of 6 per cent 
charged its members by the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve bank is not pred- 
icated upon a sliding scale, or re- 
stricted by schedules. It is uniform, 
and if any bank. receiving its re- 
discount funds for agricultural or 
other demands from the § reserve 
system charges an excessive plus 
rate on short or long-term paper, 
the responsibility’ can be placed di- 
rectly at the door of the member 
and not the parent institution. 

Farm Relief. 

Not only this, but the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve bank is bending its 
j greatest efforts to farm _  rellef 
through the country banks, 

This is not a new policy, howev- 
er, as G@uring the fiscal year clos- 
ing June 30, °1920, the Atlanta re- 
serve had loaned to city banks of 
t:. district $27.435,423.85, and at the 
close of business June 30, 1921, it had 
reduggd the city loans to $138,595,- 
643.45. 

On the contrary at the close of 


business June 30, 1920, it had loan- 
ed to country banks $6,876.803.22. 
and at the close of business June 30,

OPERA TAX VOTED 
DOWN IN SENATE 
COMMITTEE FIGHT 


Senators Jackson and Nix 
Say They. Will Delay All 
Legislation to Fight for 
$1,000 Levy.

MAYOR’S BORROWING 
POWER INCREASED 


The appropriation committee of 
the senate on Thursday afternoon 
adopted by a vote of 16 to 5 the 
motion of Senator Jones, of the 37th, 
to eliminate the $2,500 tax that the 
house placed on grand opera. Sen- 
ators Jackson and Nix, who fought 
to have the tax imposed, at once 
took the floor and declared that 
the action would mean an extra 
Session as they would conduct a 
lengthy fight on the floor of the 
senate for an opera tax. 

These two senators were joined 
by Senators Womble and Thomas 
and the four gave notice that they 
would wage a fight for opera tax- 
ation when the tax bill comes be- 
fore the senate, even to the extent 
of letting their fight for a $1,000 
tax cause other important legisla- 
tion to be delayed and force the gov- 
ernor to cal] an extra session which, 
it has been estimated, will cost the. 
state more than $25,000. 

Senator Wohlwender, of the 24th, 
scored Senators Nix and Jackson for 
the position they took. He declared, 
that “you ought not to lose your 
heads now and go hog-wild and try 
to kill this whole tax bill since you 
have lost your fight to tax opera. 
We have much important legisla- 
tion to consider and should not let 
our tempers get the best of us.” The 
majority of the comnmiittee joined 
Senator Wohlwender in his senti- 
ment.. Senator Lassiter advised the 
angry senators to “be good sports 
now that you have lost and take 
your medicine as you should.” 

Sharp Debate Follows. 

As soon as the section dealing 
with the opera tax was disposed of 
the @Gommittee continued its -work 
on the general tax bill as it had 
been doing, section by sectjon. The 
next section placed a tax on Places 
or |Tenting bathitig slits to thé public. | 
Senator Jackson immediately moved 
to abolish this tax. Sefator Nix 
took the floor and declared that 
“since you have refused to tax opera 
you should not tax the bathing pa- 
vilion in the small towns where 
people go-for recreation. Since you 
have refused to put a tax on the 
wealthy I am going to oppose every 
section of the bill that will make 
the poor man pay.”

In accordance with the terms of 
the legislature providing that elec- 
tion shall be called within 30 days 
after passage by the general as- 
sembly, it was deemed advisable by 
the city’s solons to submit the tax 
increase question to the people at 
an early date in order that, should 
it prove popular, ‘the machinery of 
city government could be placed in 
operation to secure its application 
as early as possible, - 

Following adoption by the tegis- 
lature of a proposed amendment to 
city charter providing that the 
mayor be authorized to borrow the 
sum of $1,000,000, during the ‘re~ 
mainder. of: the year, for the pure} 
pose of making up any déficiency 
of funds that may appear in the city 
treasury, council and the aldermanic 
board unanimously adopted the 
terms which were offered in the 


form of a resolution. 
An amendment was some time ago 


voted to the city charter increasing 
the city’s power to negotiate loans 
from $750,000 to a sum not exceed- 
jing $1,000,000.

STRONG FIGHT MADE

Senate Estimates Total 
Revenue of State at 
$11,000,000—Tax on Ci- 
gars Favored. 


With the house late Thursday aft- 
ernoon refusing by more than §2,- 
000,000 to appropriate funds to pay 
in full Confederate veterans’ pen- 
sions, and with the senate appropri- 
ations committee at the same time 
making additions to the tax bill 
which will bring in revenue es- 
timated at $11,000,000, plans were 
completed last night to: launch a 
fight in both branches for the full 
amount due pensioners. 

A strong fight was made on the 
appropriations committee’s recom- 
mendations that only $1,250,000 be 
paid the veterans during each of 
the next two years. Lankford, of 
Toombs, and Henderson, of White, 
offered amendments to have the to- 
tal sum due-the pensioners placed 
at $2,300,000, but after adverse 
speeches by Culpepper, of Fayette, 
and Carswell, of -Wilkinson, they 
were lost, 

At the time these two represent- 
atives spoke against the amend- 
ments they did not know that the 
senate committee had placed the 
McMichael cigar tax measure in the 
general tax bill, and that other in- 
creases would bring in an estimated 
revenue of $11,000,000. 

Sees Extra Session. 

Declaring that the governor had 
stated that he would veto the ap- 
propriations bil] if it was in excess 
of $8,500,000, which was ali, in the 
executive’s opinion, that would be 
received from the tax bill, Mr.- Cul- 
pepper told the members that pas- 
sage of the Lankford or. Henderson 
amendments would cause an extra 
session of. the assembly. 

“We just haven’t the money to 
pay them,” he asserted, “and what 
is the use of destroying the finan- 
cial standing of the state in making 
appropriations greater n our fev:| 
-enwe?- Let ts give thie amount ‘this! 
sufimer, and ff conditions are im- 
proved, we can give them the ré- 
mainder next year.” 

In an eloquent address in favor ot 
his amendment, Mr, Lankford de- 
clared that the state was bound by 
its constitution to pay the veterans 


the amount of appropriations grant- 
ed them in the past, Even if it be- 
came necessary to make further re- 
duction in all of the institutions, he 
continued, the funds.-promiséd the 
pensioners should be paid. 

“Moral Obligation.” 

“This is a constitutional moral ob- 
ligation,” he said, “and one which 
the state cannot shirk or postpone. 
Thése men stood in the firing line; 
they made their sacrifice in @efense 
of the rights for which our govern- 
ment of the Confederacy stood. They 
fought then for us, and now I gay 
that we should not be guilty of 
failing to meet our just obligations 
to them.” 

In discussing the action of the 
house, which was resolved into a 
committee of the whole with Ar- 
nold of Clay in the chair, Mr. Lank- 
ford stated that the restriction plac- 
ed on the $1,250,000 appropriation 
for each of the next two years in 
that only the veterans of the class 
of before the act of 1919 creating 
additional pensioners should be paid 
and these without the inereases 
granted in that time, was _ unfair. 

“With the senate adding more 
means of revenue to the tax bill, I 
can see no reason why we should 
not pay the veterans the full 
amount due them,” he said. “The

Washington, August 4.—The most 
severe test for the Harding admin- 
istration—its promised reduction of 
taxes—has come to the fore now 
with the most forcible political jolt 
since March 4. 

Republican leaders in congress 
admittedly are concerned over Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon’s 
presentation of the government's 
fiscal situation, while democrats de- 
clare the most vulnerable point in 
the opposition’s policy is now bared 
to attack. Because of congressional] 
elections coming next year, the sit- 
vation is intensified with unusua! 
emphasis. — 

With frankness that almost caused 
a shock, Secretary Mellon informed 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee Thursday that— 

Taxes must be increased $266,000,- 
000 annually if the government 
meets all its expenditures during the 
present fiscal year. 

Reduction of taxes is impossible 
on the basis of existing expense 


| estimates. 


Unless the tariff bill is passed by 
the end of the year an additional 
$70,000,000 must be collected by in- 
ternal taxation. 

Even with proposed reductions, 
the internal revenue yield cannot be 
permitted to fall below $3,570,000,000. 

Deficit Over $300,000,000. 

Total current expenditures for the 
present year are about $4,554,012,817, 
with maximum receipts placed at 
$4,217,643,000. This leaves a deficit 
of $336,369,817 on the basis of pres- 
ent laws.

1S. WIN CONCESSION 
ON COTTON SHIPMENTS 


Washington, Aug. 4.—An initial 
victory has been won by the United 
States in the Egyptian cotton case 
conference in London, according to 
a cable received today by the ship- 
ping board. The British conferees 
were said to have agreed to allocate 
fifty per cent of the shipments of 
Egyptian cotton from lexandria 
to this country to the United States. 

The British shippers, the cable re- 
port said, refused to accede to the 
demand of the United States that 
a similar proportion of indirect 
shipments, going by way of the 
United Kingdom, be allocated -to 
American bottoms. 

Officiats of the shipping board 
were of the opinion that the stand 
taken by British owners in regard 
to indirect shipments was the re- 
sult of their failure to understand 
in detail the American claims, he 
board’s claim to half of the ton- 
nage btetween rort of trans-ship- 
ment in the United Kingdom and 
the rt of destination in the Unit- 
ed tates was entirely equitable, 
thege efticjats maintained and would 
be insist upon. 

The shipping board has cabled 
Captain Ferris, its representative in 
London, advising him that the de- 
mand is for one-half of the indirect 
shipments from United Kingdom 
ports to the United States and not 
for particination in the first leg of 
the transportation from Alexandria 
to United Kingdom ports.

Naples, August 4.—As 200 of the 
gzreatest Italian operatic artists sang 
in choir, following the funeral car 
that carried the body of Enrico Ca- 
ruso to the grave from the funeral 
in the Church of San Francisco Di 
Paola, Thursday afternoon, the 
Spiritualists of Naples held a meet- 
ing not far from the church, to 
which they later claimed they had 
no difficulty summoning the spirit 
of the dead Caruso. 

Gathered in the home of a lead- 
ing attorney of the city, the Spirit- 
ualists received from the spirit, they 
said, a message saying that he did 
not regret having died.

Valera and the Sinn Fein cabinet 
have issued a formal: call for a 
meeting of-the Dail Eireann, the 
Irish parliament, and will place be- 
fore that body the final revision of 
Lioyd-George’s peace proposals. 
This action confirms exclusive dis- 
patches of four days ane by the 
United News, in which’*this action 
was forecast. | 

The only remaining obstacle to a 
complete settlement of the Irish sit- 
uation is the attitude of Ulster, ac- 
cording to those usually well-in- 
formed in Anglo-Irish matters, and 
even those reports which have pic- 
tured the northern counties as jeo- 

izing the negotiations are now 
minimized by friends of Sir James 
Craig, Ulster premier. 
Call for Cabinet Meeting. 

The call for a full dress meeting 
of the Dail Bireann came at the 
econelusion of two weeks of deep 
consideration of the British plan by 
De Valera, Arthur O’Brien, Michael 
Collins.and other Sinn Fein lead- 
ers, the invitations going -forward 
to all members of the parliament, 
including those now interned or im- 
prisoned, oh Thursday. The meeting 
will be held on August 16, the inter- 
vening twelve days permitting time 
for the release Of prisoners and 
their arrival at Dublin, where the 
conclave is to take place. 
Whatever recommendations § are 
made by the Sinn Fein leaders—and 
these are said on good authority to 
be favorable tq complete‘acceptance 
of the British terms—will undoubt- 
edly be acepted by the Dail Bireann. 
The attitude of Ulster, it is under- 
stood, wilk not be considered at the 
coming asSembly, but will be left 
entirely for future disposal by Great 
Britain, the sole object with which 
Sinn Fein is concerned, or will\con- 
cern itself at the presert time, is 
the two-party agreement between it- 
self and the British government. 

Ulster Is Not Aggressive. 

Friends of Sir James Craig, the 
Ulster leader who, at least until the 
last few days, has stubbornly in- 
sisted that the north would not con- 
sent to abrogation of its present 
status under home rule, discredit ru- 
mors that Ulster intends to bring 
about a crisis. They declare, more- 
over, that Belfast is merely mark- 
ing time during the progress of De 
Valera’s activity in the south, and 
that when the proper moment ar- 
rives, Ulster’s representatives will 
be ready to negotiate either with 
Dublin or with Downing street, sep- 
a or jointly, as the case may 
e. 

Sir James Craig arrived at Bel- 
fast Thursday noon, and held an ex- 
tended conference with his cabinet 
later. General Sir Neville Macready 
has returned to Ireland after an 
important conference with Premier 
Lloyd-George in which the status 
of the truce was discussed. 


Half Student Body 
At State University 
W orked forE xpenses 


Athens, Ga., August 4.—(Special.) 
Following the attack made by cer- 
tain member of the Georgia legisla- 
ture on the University of Georgia 
appropriation, stating that there 
was no opportunity for self-help at 
the university and that only 
wealthy people who are in a posi- 
tion to defray all of their expenses, 
could attend the university, Dean 
Charlies M. Snelling has compiled a 
set of figures indicating that fully 
two-thirds of the students enrolled 
at the Georgia institution during 
the 1921-22 session either partially 
or wholly defrayed their expenses 
by work while attending the. uni- 
versity. ; 

Of the 1,257 students who attend 
ed the University of Georgia. during 


‘the 1921 session which came to @ 


close June 15, last, Dean Sneélling 
declares 719 either totally or par- 
tially supported themselves ‘by 
working their way through the col- 
lege year. Of this number 279 were 
rehabilitation students who are sup- 
ported by the federal government, 
leaving 440 students who actually 
earned their livelihood and college 
expenses, 

The records as compiled by Dean 
Snelling indicate that 184 students 
were actually dependent upon their 
own earnings in order to get 
through the nine months; 126 of 
last year’s students managed to 
complete the nine months by a com- 
bination method of earning and bor- 
rowing; 75 others partly earned 
their livelihood. 

The records show that only 657 
students, or about 50 per cent of 
last year’s enrollment, were kept in 
college by funds furnished by their 
parents. ~ 


Search for Booze 
In Home Is Called 


Ruinof Basic Law 


Washington, August 4.—Invasion 
of homes by official hootch hunters 
and other abuses committed under 
the prohibition law have about side- 
tracked the American constitution, 
in the opinion of Senator Reed, of 
Missouri. 

The senate is ready now 
showdown on the beer issue. It 
came to the front when the Willis- 
Campbell anti-medicinal beer bill 
was given a preferred place on the 
calendar. 

Reed fired the first gun when he 
introduced an amendment which 
would prohibit any enforcement of- 
ficer from “violating any rights es- 
tablished under the constitution,” 
and providing ,punishment for ille- 
wal seizure or search, 

Had it been known that physi- 
cians would be prevented from pre- 
scribing medicine, Reed said, “not 
even the the ‘paid agents and pow- 
erful lobby’ of the dries could have 
obtained the prohibition amend- 
ment. 

“The man who.-lets prohibition 
‘prejudice get ahead, of his regard 
for the constitution’ is a. bad citi- 
zen,” Reed continued. “Personally 
I favor giving prohibition a fair 
test. If it breeG@s illicit stills and 
illicit whisky, as it. does now; if it 
continues .to create spies and _ in- 
formers the people will demand its 
repeal.” 

Under the present operation of the 
law, Reed charged, “the protection 
guaranteed from search a seizure 
has been trampled upon ‘and “homes 
are being invaded without warrant.” 

Reed said people were stopped 
“on the highway” and submitted to 
“outrageous search.’’ Highwaymen, 
he said, had begun to opérate as 
prohibition agents, so they could 
gain entrance to. private homes.

DECISION UPHOLDS

Chicago, August 4.—The rights 
of non-union employees were up- 
held by the United States railroad 
labor board today in rendering a 
decision in a dispute between the 
Pennsylvania railroad and the Bro- 
therhood of Railway and Steamship 
Clerks, Freight Handlers, Express 
and Station employees, 

The dispute grew out of a meet- 
ing between representatives of the 
carrier and its employees to negoti- 
ate rules and working conditions. 
The carrier submitted a-plan for 
taking a ballot of the employees 
to select their representatives for 
the proposed conference on rules, 
The representatives of the brother- 
hood refused to accept the plan and 
made a counter proposal which was 
refused by the road, 

The railr 
lot without an -adjustment of the 
differences. 

“The evidence shows,” the board 
declared “ that a large majority of 
said employees either did not parti- 
cipate in the election held by the 
carrier, or their votes were thrown 
out. The ‘representatives elected 
by a minority of the employees 
have since been negotiating new 
agreements for rules and working 
conditions to apply to all employees 
of that class, including the major- 
ity, who did not vote or whose votes 
were thrown out.” 


Board Decision, 


In ruling on the dispute the board 
decided ‘as follows: 

“One—Tihe carrier was within its 
rights in denying that the brother- 
hood represented a majority of 
that class of employees and requir- 
ing evidence of the fact.«# 

“Two—An election to be freely 
participated in by all employees, 
union and non-union, to select rep- 
resentatives to negotiate rules and 
working’ conditions was proper and 
legal. 

“Three—That the carrier was 
wrong ,in refusing to allow the 
name of any organization to go on 
the ballot. There is nothing in the 
transportation act to jreetify this 
course, Said statute recognizes the 
existence of organizations of raii- 
way employees and the right of the 
men to belong to such organfza- 
tions is no longer seriously ques- 
tioned in amy.quarter. 

“Four—Said organization of em- 
Ployees was wrong in its sugges< 
tion that the ballot contain only 
the names. of organizations to the 
exclusion of individuals. This ig¢- 
nored the. rights of non-union men 


reasonable.” : 
Correct Contention. 


The board also ruled that the 
carrier was correct in its contention 
that the employees embraced in the 
membership of the brotherhood con- 
stituted more than: one distinct 
class of employees within the mean- 
ine’ of the transportation act and 
for the purpose of the proposed bal- 
lot divided them into three ‘groups. 
The board then ordered that a con- 
ference be held on or before Au- 
gust 15 to arrange details of a new 
ballot and election of representa: 
tives to negotiate rules. 

“Tt cannot be said that the case 
involves in any sense the question 
of the open or closed shop,” the de- 
cision declared in conclusion. “‘Nei- 
ther: does it involve any attempt 
to deprive the carrier and the em- 
ployees of the right to sit down 
at'a conference table and settle 
their own differences if there any 
arise, as to rules and working con- 
ditions. 

“On the contrary, it is the purpose 
of this board by its decision to 
guarantee both to the carrier and 
its employees, union and non-union, 
every right conferred upon them 
by law to the end that there may 
ibe the harmonious co-operation es- 
sential to the well-being of al par- 
ties and the highest service to the 
public at large.”

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And India Described 


W. F. Maury Discusses 


| Situation in War-Torn 


Europe and Orient on 
Return to, Atlanta. 


BY PAUL WARWICK, 
Conditions in India, where he has 
lived and worked for the past five 
years, and in Poland, the interest- 
ing country in. which he spent two 


and one-half months doing relief 
and education work this past spring. 
and summer, ‘are en by J. 5 
Manry. a former Atlantan. He is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. F. 
Manry, &nd has just returned with 
his wife and child from the Orient 
to spend a while in his native 
haunts before a return to his chosen 
fields for missionary endeavor. 

Especially interesting, considering 
the present international furore 
which rages over the Silecian ques- 
tion. is the information that Mr. 
Manry gives anent Poland. where 
he says signs of rapid improvement 
of that muchly torn country are 
in evidence. He believes that the 
Silecian dispute between Germany 
and Poland will be amicably settled 
if France does not agitate to much 
the anti-German tendencies of the 
Polish, but further states that he 
is not clear in his own mind over 
the proper ownership of the coal 
fields in Silesia, since the past sum- 
mer gave him opportunity to hear 
the arguments advanced by both 
Germany and Poland in support of 
their claims. 

Mr. Manry retyrned to London 
from India in the early spring, and 
having threaded the mazes of 
American consular red-tape. suffi- 
ciently to permit his wife to come 
back to America, accepted the prof- 
fer of the World’s Christian Student 
Federation to do relief work in Po- 
land. He stayed in that country for 
almost -three months, visiting at 
timeg Germany, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Russia from his headquarters. in 
Warsaw. He had ample time to ob- 
serve the commercial and social 
conditions tn that land, and falks 
almost as interestingly of that as 
he does of India, where most of his 
time since 1915—when he left At- 
lanta for-the mission fields—has 
been spent. 

Opinion of Poland. 

Because of the present interna- 
tional political importance of Po- 
land, and because of that country’s 
demonstrative affection for Ameri- 
ca, perhaps it will be best to give 
first Mr. Manry’s opinion of: that 
country. 

“It is encouraging to note,” he 
said, “a tendency toward erasure of 
the strong line of demarcation 
which has existed in Poland between 
the intelligentsia class and the peas- 
ants. Of course the dividing line 
“js still very distinct, but the broad- 
ening in education and the fact that 
others besides the aristocracy are 
availing themselves of the American 
methods of instruction which are 
bging introduced forecast the merg- 

~ of the classes. 

“At present the peasants are in 
power. They have a strong ma- 
jority in the parliament, or diet, and 
so far have refused to tax them- 
selves equably with what they de- 
mand of the aristocracy. AS a re- 
sult, the peasants in the country 
are really in better financial con- 
dition than the intelligent, for the 
necessities of ilfe, even, cost the 
aristocracy much more than the 
peasants. A great leader of the 
peasants is the need—a man who 
can show them that they should 
help bear the burden of taxation 
equally with the rest of the coun- 
r — 


try 
Red Invasion Expected. 
Another invasion by the bolshe- 


crop is ready for the harvest, is 
‘expected by some of the Polish, said 
Mr. Manry. He says that there are 
those who contend that al] the Rus- 
sian bolsheviks want is a renewal 
of actual strife between Poland and 
Germany, 80 that they may step in 
and work their devastation. “There 
is, on the other hand, that strong 
chauvinistic element who Delieve 
that Poland ‘can withstand any such 
difficulty,” he declared. 

The monetary value of the Polish 
mark has almost reached the disap- 
pearing point, he stated, on account 
of the country’s .utter inabiilty to 
export. Grain is the only crop the 
Poles can hope to export. since the 
destruction wrought by the poly- 
sided invasions to which that hap- 
less country has been subject have 
destroyed all their machinery for 
manufacture and have crippled their 
chances for purchasing new imple- 
ments#of manufacture. 

“How does the Polish nation re- 
gard Paderewski at present?” Mr. 
Manry was asked. 


Against Paderewski., 


“The feeling which has _ arisen 
against him is positively surpris- 
ing,” he answered. “It was nec- 
essary for Paderewski to leave the 
country for his own safety.” 

The preponderance of Jews in Po- 
land fills in the gap between the 
intelligentsia and the peasants, sup- 
plying a middle class of a sort, said 
Mr. Manry, who further expalined 
that there are more than 1,000,000 
Protestants in the republic. “Pil- 
sudski, the president, is himself a 
Calvinist, though for his political 
safety he does not stress the point 
a Sreat deal.” 


talked at length and with an inter- 
est obviously bred of close contact 
with the people or that romantic 
country—their ideas, their divisions, 
their superstitions and their likes 
sand dislikes. 

He went to India in 1915, after 
graduating from Boys’ High school 
in 1910 and taking a university 
course, to teach philosophy in the 
Ewing Christian college at Alaba- 
had—in the Himalayas. He soon dis- 
covered that the duties of a profes- 
Sor in an American college in India 
required much more, required cir- 
culation among the families of stu- 
dents and intense efforts toward a 
genera] dissemination of learning. 


: Lax in Education, 


According to Mr. Manry, the 
women of India are notably lax 
in the matter of education. 
Wherever they have learned. to 
read, they have learned to read fa- 
bles and. stories which only serve 
to aggravate their superstitutions 
and make them further retentive of 
the id that the place of woman 
is below the man—as his slave. 

A contrast between this condition 
in India and in Poland was limned 
by Mr. Manry, who stated that at 
least 40 per cent of the university 
students in Poland were women. 

“In teaching philosophy—or any- 
thing else for that matter—in In- 
dia, one runs into the complexities 
of Indian thought itself, for they 
are a philosophi¢al race and have 
systematized and iron-clad ideas of 
their own. There has recently ap- 
peared, however, a conflict between 
the west and the east, and west- 
ern influence is gaining victories, 
which are good for the country. 


Influence Taking Hold. 


“The war helped in this, for many 
thousands. of Indians were sent 
abroad, to work as laborers in Eng- 
land, or tod serve with service and 
supply battalions behind the front. 
These people have returned and are 
scattered from one end of the land 
to the other. Their influence is 
taking hold and they are al) fa- 
vorably impressed with the things 
they learned in France and Eng- 
land. I talked to several of them 
who had known Americans in one 
or the other of the Eurdépean coun- 
tri and they seemed to like our 
national traits very much. 

“Even among the Brahmins, the 
highest class, the women are un- 
educated as a rule. The problem 
is to get below the surface of 
their superstitions and their an- 
cient ideas and to make them think. 

“Christianity takes its best hold 
among the lower castes, naturally, 
for the lower castes are dowh-trod- 
den and when down-trodden a peo- 
ple looks for a gospel. They feel 
they need it more than do those 
for whom the system of govern- 
ment is operated. There are some-

many of these are now doing evan- 
gelistic and missivnary work.” 


Tmree Great Classes. 


There are three great classes 
among the East Indians, said Mr, 
Manry, the Hindus, the Mahomme- 
dans and the Christians. The Hin- 
dus are a motely, conglomerate lot, 
with few things in common among 
themselves, even, he said. The ong 4 
point on which the Hindus agree 
on their place in _ society, there 
is no open protest against their 
lot in life. 

“Contrary to the general belief,” 
continued Mr. Manry, an exceedingly 
entertaining raconteur, “there is 
more illiteracy among the Moham- 
medans than among the Hindus. The 
manliness, we might call it, of the 
Mohammedans is superior, however. 
They live in the northwestern por- 
tions of India, and the climate, heing 
more stimulating, makes them a su- 
perior race. They are entirely dif- 
ferent, moreover, from the followers 
of Mohamet in Persia, Egypt and 
‘Turkey. They have borrowed much 
in habit and moral tendency from 
the Hindu. 

“You often hear the charge that 
the British policy of rule in India is 
to ‘divide ‘and conquer.’ This may 
be theoretically true, but the divi- 
sion is already there. The: British 
do not makeit. It being there, it is 
absolutely inevitable and necessary 
that the British take it into consid- 
eration in their administration of 
affatrs. 

“Dyarchy” Government. 


"There 18 now in operation in 
India a form of law Known as a 
‘dyarchy.’ Part of the government is 
administered by native Indians, the 
rest by the better class of Indians, 
probably with an English education, 
or Englishmen themselves. And the 
government works smoothly. The 
natives prefer their trials in court 
before an English judge over an In- 
dian judge. The British parlia- 
ment is the court of last appeal, and 
this idea is satisfactory to the In- 
dians. - 

“One thing which proves the pleas- 
ure of the people at the English 
rule is that there is a great migra- 
tion from the states ruled by the 
native Indian princes to e prov- 
inces. ruled by the Eng™sh. Of 
course the variety of races there is 
a complicating feature, but alto- 
gether the rule of the country is 
well administered. 

“India is largely agricultural. Ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the in- 
habitants are directly connected 
with agricultural pursuits. 
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ter power. | 
their streams, make hydro-electric 
pessibilities limitless.” 


Expenents of Litigation. 
Other interesting facts about In- 
dia were told my Mr. Manry, one 
off which was that the Indians are 
the —— exponents of litiga- 
tion in the world.

confusion a motion was made to 
adjourn, which was carried. 

The house bill provided that the 
opera tax be $2,500. Senator Nix 
made a motion Thursday afternoon 
that the tax be set at $1,000 and 
should go to the school fund. This 
motion was lost by a vote of 17 to 6. 

Senator> Boykin then moved that 
in order to effeca a compromise and 
prevent a heated fight on the floor 

enate that the tax be set 
This motion was lost also. 
Then Senator Johnny Jones moved 
that the tax be eliminated altogeth- 
er and his motion was carried. 
Debate Limited. 

During the discussion of the tax 
debate was limited to two minutes 
to a man and most of the members 
of the committee expressed them- 
selves on the question, Among 
those speaking against the placing 
of the tax were Senators Wohl- 
wender, Manson. Jones of the 37th. 
Collum, Lassiter and Boykin. Sen- 
ators Nix. Jackson. Womble aad 
Thomas all urged the committee to 
fix a $1.000 tax. 

Senator Johnny Jones in urging 
that the house tax be removed, de- 
clared that it was simply a tax on 
enterprise along educational and 
pubblic-spirited lines, and stated that 
class antagonism should not be ag- 


gravated or attempting to impose 
the tax. e showed that grand 
opera is not carried on for private 
gain, but that any profits realized 
go to public-spirited work. 

Senator Jackson made a heated 
fight for the tax, declaring: “You 
can’t fool me into believing that 
this opera is an educationa] institu- 
tion and not conducted for financial 
gain ana to givé the silk stocking 
element a chance to show off their 
expensive clothes.” 

General Tax Comes Up.. 

During the course of the meeting 
several sections of the general tax 
measure that had been acted on by 
the committee were taken up again 
and changed. The section taxing 
cigar stores was reconsidered and 
a substitute by Senator Wohlwender 
put in its place. 

The substitute provides that a 
stamp tax of 1 cent shall be placed 


on all cigars costing over $75 a 
thousand wholesale. This stamp 


must be obtained by the retafl deal- 
er from the comptroller general 
and placed by him on the boxes 
of ail high-priced cigars before he 
selis them and provides that viola- 
tion of the tax be a felony. 

The tax on real estate dealers 
was changed from the $25 ;rate, 
passed by the house, to a gradu- 
ated scale. Agents in a city of 
100,000 population are taxed $100. 
those in cities of from 50,000 to 
100,000 are taxed $75, those in cities 
. of from 25,000 to 50,000 are taxed 
$50, and those in towns of under 
25.000 are taxed 

The tax on merchandise brokers 
was changed from $100 to a scale 
- of $50 in cities of over 60,000 ana 
$25 in cities under 50,000.

committeemen reply, ‘but you must 
cult the expenditures, and we miusi 
cul the taxes, lor tne eake of our 
poiltical lives.”

Un the 
basis of Meilon’s statement, the oniy 
Way expelses and taxes Can be re- 
duced is by evauing obligations or 
by impairing the tunctiong of the 
government.” 
Mondell Feels Alarmed. 

Representative Moundeil, republic- 
an jeader of the house, conceded 
that some alarm has arisen trom 
the tax situation and countereu 
with thig statement: 

“There seems to be a persistent 
effort to create the impression that 
it will not be possible to apprecia- 
bly lighten taxes and that tne best 
that can be expected is a shifting 
of the vurden. But the American 
people are expecting a lifting rath- 
er than a shifting. In my opinion 
they will not be disappointed.” 

Government departments will not 
be permitted to spend the sums they 
had anticipated spending, Monde 
said. He believed it was “entirely 
practical” to reduce the total tax 
levy by at least $500,000,000 and stiil 
meet essential expenses, 

“The excess profits tax and the 
higher income surtaxes should be 
repealed and nothing substituted 
for them,” Mondell explained. “The

Mondell was opposed to increas- 
ed postage, the bank check stamp 
and the automobile tax.

THE UNIVERSITY! 
Georgia cannot look the ciyiliz- 
ed world in the face and make the 
Statement that it is prepared to 
lower the standard of higher edu- 


pling its university facilities to an 
extent that virtually would amount 
to discontinuance, 

Our state university is now 
starved to the limit of its endu- 
rance; and if the starvation proc- 
ess is to continue the inevitable 
effect will be to drive from Gear- 
gia to outside institutions many of 
the sons of Georgia who are eager 
for the opportunity to enjoy ade- 
quate educational advantages. 

This does not mean that all 
such young Georgians would have 
to go outside of Georgia for higher 
education, for there are great pri- 
vate institutions in this state that 
are doing splendid work, but they 
aré all now crowded to the liniit. 

Within the past few years the 
number of students enrolled in our 
State university has jumped from 
600 to 1,300 per year. 

Under existing conditions it is 
physically impossitfé for the in- 
stitution to minister properly to 
the educational neéds of those 
1,300 young men. 

It is a plain, cold question of 
starvation or of adequately sup- 
porting the university, that is con- 
fronting the legislature—a ques- 
tion of taking care of our own 
Georgia boys, or of forcing many 
of them out of the state! 

The mere suggestion that the 
general Assembly would even con- 
sider the proposal of further cur- 
tailing the support given this in- 
stitution is humiliating! 

A significant feature of the fight 
that is being made to save the 
university lies in the fact that two 
of the most conspicuous leaders 
in it are graduates from other in- 
stitutions. 

One of them, former Governor 
Henry D. McDaniel, chairman of 
the board of trustees of the uni- 
versity, is a gradttate of Mercer; 
the other, William E. Simmons, 
who recently wrote one of the 
strongest arguments ever made in 
support of the claim of the whi- 
versity to liberal support by the 
state, is a graduate of Emory. 

Surely, surely, the state jis not 
going to let this historic old in- 
stitution—the oldest state-charter- 
ed university in the world—be 
crippled by the starvation process!

Last summer .pulmonafy tuber- 
eculosis was discovered. By the us> 
ot goat’s milk I have increased my 
weight from 104 to 141 pounds. 

During e ‘brief absence from 
The Goat, while motoring through 
the Mojavé desert, I lost weight, 
which proves pretty fairly that ths 
gain was due to The Goat.

scarcely to be considered a iaxa- 
tive food for one.with chronic con- 
stipation. Most sufferers would 
probably note no different effect 
from goat’s milk than they do from 
cow's milk. Cow’s milk is neither 
laxative nor binding. 

Secondly, many other factors are 
more reasonably responsible for the 
gain in weight than the use of 


goat’s milk. The discovery of the 
lung tuberculosis probably led to 
s@me sort of treatment by rest, 
etc., which would favor gain in 
weight. It is not reasonable to 
imagine that any adult can gain 
37 pounds in six months by merely 
taking a pint or a quart of even 
goat’s milk daily, notwithstanding 
the fact that goat’s milk is probas 
bly the most wholesome and nutfi- 
tious milk one can drink. The goat 
is more hearly immune to tubercu¢ 
losis than afiy other domestic anil- 
mali some physicians hav2 sug- 
gested that goat’s milk may con- 
vey to the tuberculous patient, 
something that tends to increase 
this i8 conjecture merey. 

It may be that the open air life 
made possible or rather more at- 
tractive to the patient—assuming 


she had the tusual popular catch- 
ing cold. obsession—by the move 
to California from New York—con- 
tributed something toward the gain 
in weight, 

Thirdly, it is human nature with 
a2 vengeance to “tell the world” to 
use the remédy or treatment I im- 
agine has helped, may help, or is 
helping me. Our correspondent 
asks whether she is justified ih 
recommending goat’s milk . to 
friends who have tuberculosis. Sho 
is not. Haven't her friends phy- 
kicians to consult? It-is cruelty 
to take that sort of vengeance. I 
friends ask her opinion, advice or 
experience with goat’s milk, sh 
should tell them what they wish to 
know, but one swallow does not 
maké a summer and just because 
one goat has made a friend of th 
fair lady is no reason why all her 
invalid friends should get a goat.

Incorporation 
Of Labor Unions

Washington, August 4~~(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—F ormer 
Governor Joseph M. Brown, of Ma- 
rietta, stopped over in Washington 
today on his way to New York and 
took occasion to distribute among 
several of the Georgia congressmen 
copies of his recently issued parm- 
phlet urging that legislation be en- 
acted which will require the labor 
unions to be incorpurated. The 
pamphiet, which is dated July 27, 
1921, is addressed “To the senators 
and representatives, congress of the 
United States.” 

The concluding paragraphs of ex- 
Governor Brown's remarks are as 
follows: 

“Gentlemen, the record of labor 
union Jawlessness which I. have 
given you in seVeral letters is com- 
posed of either fakes or facts. If 
fakes, then a multitude of court 
records must be expunged and very 
many press reports of riots, eétc., 
will have to be disproved. If facts, 
then clearly the labor unions ought 
to be made responsible as such for 
crimes wWirech are the result of or- 
ders given by them to their mem- 
bers, or of lawless deeds which 
their members, Without restraint by 
them, commit, Sach responsibility 
can only be ptaced upon them b 
forcing thém to be incorporate 
whereby their books would be in- 
spected by United States fgovern- 
ment agents, their organizations 
would be held liable for damages 
they cause to persons and property, 
and their officers would be indi- 
vidually liable for any of their acts 
which caused violations of law. And, 
to make these requiréments effec- 
tive, the federation jtself and inter- 
national or other unions conduct- 
ing interstate activities should each 
be required t6 deposit as a guaran- 
tee fund such amount of cash or 
valid securities as the proper 
authority of the government would 
name for them. For failure to com- 
ply with this requirement the said 
organization showld be debarred 
from making any employment con- 
tracts, 

“And it should be made a penal of- 
fense for an organization in one 
state to order, finance‘or conduct in 
another state a process which re- 
sults in damage or to destruction of 
property or the wounding or kilting 
of persons in the invaded state.

Documentary Evidence 
Permitted in Trial of De- 
tective— McWhorter 
Tells Story From Stand. 


Objections by H. A. Allen, counsel 
for the defendant, to the introduc- 
tion of documentary evidence by the 
State @nd the testimony of Luclle 
Evans, a negro woman, formerly in 
the employ of Nat McWhorter, negro 
bootlegger, featured the afternoon 
session of the Fulton superior court 
Thursday when City Detective W. 
L. Payne Was on trial on a charge 
of taking $2,000 for protection from 
the negro bootlegger. 

During the afternoon session the 
defense fought each move of thé 
state to introduce such evidence as 
the bank accounts of the detective, 
and other documentary  evitlence 
upon which, it was indicated, that 
State will attémpt to build its case. 
Judge John B. Humphries, before 
whom the case is being tried, de- 
nied the pleas of defense and ad- 
mitted the bank accounts. The 
Evans woman was called to the 
Stand at the convening of the aft- 
ernoon session. S&he testified that 
she had beén employed by McWhor- 
ter at his Courtland street place and 
that she had given money to Payne 
on several occasions, wher McWhor- 
ter was absent. : 

McWhorter, who testified at the 
morning session, was récalled to the 
stand by Attorney Allen and denied 
that he had told W. D. Turner, a 
professional bondsman, that he had 
never given any city policeman or 
detective monéy, 

Indictment Quashed. 

Befors the introduction of evi- 
dence, Attorney Allen attempted to 
have the indictments against. his 
client squashed. One indictment 
Was thrown out because the names 
of the witnesses on whose evidence 
thesindictment was returned did not 
appear on it. The grounds on which 
the defense asked that the second 
indictment be squashed was that 
the foreman of the grand jury, Col- 
onel, Ww. L. Peel, was a member of 
the “citizens’ committee,” which 
backed Solicitor-General John A.

Captain Charles Dashiell 
‘Harris, Son of Adjutant 
General, Brought Home 
From France.

Washington, August 4.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased ire.)}—Among the 


bodies arriving from France on the 


United States army.transport Can- 
tigny, now at the dock at Hoboken, 
is that of Captain Charlies Dashiell 


Harris, sixth United States engi- 
neers, the son of Major General 
P. C. Harris, the adjutant general 
of the army, and Mre. Harris, ré- 
siding at the Dresden, Washing- 
ten, D. C. 

Captain Harris was killed on Oc- 
tober 20, 1918, in the battle of 
Clairs Chenes Woods, France, while 
personally operating a German ma- 
chine gun, which he, with a. small 
detachment in advance of the re- 
mainder of his company, had cap- 
tured from the enemy, : 

‘The interment will be in the lot 
of his maternal grandfather, the late 
Major John Guthrie, United 
States army, at Princeton, N. J. at 
3:00 p. m. Saturday, August 6. 
Members of Captain Harris’ class 
at the United States Military acad- 
omy will be the pallbearers. ' 

enator William J. Harris, an un- 


cle of the late Captain Harris, will 


attend the funeral at Trenton, N. J., 
on next Saturday. Two brothers 
of the young captain are buried 


at Trenton, which caused the de- 

cision of the family to inter. his 
remains there. 
Last Words. 

The tast words spoken by Cap- 

tain Harris when he was dying 

from wounds while a prisoner of 


the Germans, were: “I am from 
Georgia, and my father is the ad- 
jutant general of the army.”. That 
information was given to the fam- 
ily by the litterbearers who were 
with him as prisoners at Captain 
Harris’ death. 

The fiftieth annual report of the 
Association of the Graduates of the 


United States Military academy con~ 
tains the following account of Cap- 
tain Harris’ life and services to his 
country: 

“Charles Dashiel] Harris was born 
at Fort Niagara, N. Y., January 25, 
1897. His education begun in the 
public schools of Washington, D. C., 
was “continued at Plattsburg, N. Y.; 
at St. John’s school. Manilus, N. Y.., 
and at the Columbia Preparatory 
school, Washington, D. C., where 
he received his preparation for the 
military academy. He entered the 
United States Military academy in 
June, 1914, and was graduated 
therefrom on August 30, 1917, a 
member of the class of 1918, the 
date of graduation having been ad- 
vanced owing to the exigencies of 
war. . Although one of the young- 
est members of his class. his stand- 
ing at graduation was number five. 
while for the work of the final 
year he stood .at the head of his 
class. 

Youngest Captain. 

“Upon graduation he was appoint- 
ed captain in the regular army. be- 
ing, at the time of his appointment, 
the youngest officer of that grade 
in the vast army then in process of 
organization in the United States. 
He was assigned to the sixth United 
States engineers, Washington Bar- 
racks, . Cc. and on December 2, 
1917, left with his company (B) for 
Hoboken, N. J., en route to France. 
The sixth engineers Were part of 
the third divigion, but arrived in 
France some months in advance of 
the remainder of the division. 

“They were still so attached (to 
the royal engineers) when the Ger- 
man drive of March 21, 1918, was 
launched, and at that crisis were 
of great assistance to the British in 
laying out and constructing suc- 
cessive lines og trenches. Later 
they constructed and for several 
days occupied, as infantry, front 
line trenches in the.gap between 
the British fifth and third armies, 
which was filled in by the picked- 
up force of General Carey, of the 
British army. The trenchés oOccu- 
pied by Captain Harris’ company 
were directly in front of the city 
of Amiens, and, therefore, in what, 
at that period, was the most crit- 
ical- part of the line. 

“After having performed consid- 
erable engineering work in the vi- 
cinity of Amiens, .. . the sixth 
engineers rejoined the third divi- 
sion a short time before the second 
battle of the -Marne. They partici- 
pated in that battle and in subse- 
quent engagements which occurred 
during the advance to the Vesle 
river, and later in both the St. 
Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne, offen- 
sives. Being trained for combat as 
well as for engineer duty, the sixth 
éngineers, when not engaged in 
building bridges and roads, in lay- 
ing out and constructing trenches, 
Or in other engineering work, were 
fighting as infantry. Captain Har- 
ris’ own company was in action 
against the enemy, either as en- 
gineers or as infantry, almost con-* 
tinuously from the 2lst of March 
until hig death on October 20. 

" How He Died. 

a. m. on the morning of 
October 20, 1918, Company B and 
two other companies of the sixth 
engineere went “over the top” be- 
hind an infantry regiment, carry- 
ing barbed wire an tools with 
which to wire Clairs Chenes wood, 
should the infantry regiment suc- 
ceed in driving the Germans from 
that position. Owing to. the in- 
tensity of the enemy's machine gun 
fire, the infantry failed in their 
purpose, whereupon the engineers 
decided: they would attempt the 
capture of the woods themselves, 
Captain Harris as the senior engi- 
neer officer present, rare jemeay 8 re- 
sponsibility for the decision After 
a.conference with the .other two 
company commanders. They ac- 
cordingly threw down their wire 
and tools and plunged into the bat- 
tle, Captain Harris leading Com- 
pany B. With a small detachment 
in advance of the remainder of his 
company he captured two machine 
ew and three German prisoners. 
beerving t the Germans were 
reforming for a@ counter attack and 
not having with him a sufficient 
number of men td operate both the 
captured guns, Captain Harris him- 
self seized one of them, moved it 
across an open space in order to 
get a clear field of fire, and was 
operating it against the enemy 
oe he was shot through the left, 
ung. 

“Captain Harris could very prop- 
erly have sent a subaltern to clean 
out the machine gun nests which 
were delaying the advance of ‘his 
company. but he chose to undertake 
this dangerous task himself, and so 
sacrificed his life for what he con- 
ceived to be his duty.

Wellborn’s Statement. 

__ Bearing out this summary of rap- 
idly improving business conditions, 
Governor Wellborn, of the Atlante 
reserve bank, discusses the various 
causes contributing to the same. 

**We are rapidly emerging from the paral- 
ysis of the depression which we have ex- 
perienced during the last six months,’’ he 
said tersely. 

“I look for a sure and steady but not 
too rapid recovery. The great fall in prices 
which hag taken place has caused a dislo- 
cation of business and the readjustment of 
values has just about become stabilized; 
consequently, the upward swing in prices of 
— things will, I believe, naturally fol- 
ow. 

“I base my conclusions upon indications 
that are in evidence on every hand: First, 
the ensier credit conditions make for recov- 
ery in business and securities, which igs now 
reflected on the grain, cotton and stock 
exchanges. 

Rail Situation Improves. 

“The railroad situation has materially im- 
proved of late and their securities are ris- 
ing. A demand has also sprung up for Lib- 
erty bonds, and they, too, are feeling the 
impulse of better times, their prices having 
been rising for the past week or two. 

‘*The two great staples, wheat and cotton, 
have both recently advanced in price, and 
wheat so materially that the west is again 
coming into its own as a purchasing power. 

“The world is now beginning to awaken 
to the fact that the production of our chief 
staple, cotton, will be the smallest crop in 
the past twenty years, and this, taken in 
connection with Secretary Hester’s recent 
statement showing that the carryover of cot- 
ton is leas than was anticipated, will, I 
hope, stabilize the price of cotton and cre- 
ate a demand that will bring about an in- 
crease in price.

Previous to Mayor Key’s talk, 
Professor Sutton Ve @ resume of 
the situation confronting the pub- 
Hic schoo] system of Atlanta at this 
time, not only of the possibility but 
of the certainty of the schools clos- 
ing in case of failure on August 31 
to ratify the law provided by the 
state legislature granting the in- 
crease upon referendum by the peo- 
ple, and of the opportunity which 
will be afforded the system for - 
vancement if the increase goes into 
effect. He further pointed out that 
the bond isswe passed last sprin 
was contingent upon the increase o 
the tax rate from $1.25 to $1.50, and 
that the schools will be the great- 
est beneficiaries. 

“We have never had = sufficient 
money to take care of the schools,” 
said Superintendent Sutton, “and 
for the past several years council 
has been compelled to issue .an 
emergency. tax to handle deficits ac- 
cruing on account of the =§ vast 
growth of Atlanta and her school 
system. This has made our tax 
rate, more than $1.50, yet has not 
given permanent relief, 

“Under the terms of the law pro- 
vided by the legis!ature this ses- 
sion, the schools would receive 26 
per e€ht of the gross income of the 
city; $170,000 state appropriation 
and between $14,000 and $20,000 non- 
resident tuition fees, in case the in- 
crease goes into effect. In addition, 
the city of Atlanta will pay™the in- 
terest and sinking fund on the 
bonds, not a penny of this to be 
charged to the departMent of edu- 
cation. This means that we would 
have a surplus for this year of 
something like $200,000, which would 
£0 a long ways towards needed re- 
pairs, improvements, etc.” 

Mr. Sutton stressed the calamity 
of having 32,000 school children on 
the streets, with nothing to do, for 
several months, in the event of the 
closing of the schools. He also laid 
emphasis on the fact that the clos- 
ing of the schools would mean the 
loss of many of the teachers. He 
also explained the loss, in actual 
dollars and cents, to the city in the 
event of the closing of the schools, 
through retardation of' the 32,000 
children. 

“The moth@rs of these children 
simply must not allow this to come 
pass,’’ said Mr. Sutton, in clos- 
ng. 

In part, Mr. Key said: | 

“As a system our schools hav 
never kept pace with the growth of 
the city, and every one knows that 
our high schools are hopelessly in- 
adequate; simply impossible. We 
can only properly cope with the sit- 
uation by getting more money. Year 
before last $60,000 was turned over 
toa the department of education 
through the emergency tax; last 
year $238,000, yet we wound up 
with a deficit. This year $350,000 
levied for the schools has been en- 
joined in the courts, and in the 
face of this injunction the only way 
out of the difficulty is to get an 
increase in the tax rate. The in- 
crease is much cheaper and better 
than levying an emergency tax, ih 
addition to the regular rate of $1.25. 

“This increase In the rate has 
been made possible by the legisia- 
ture, providing the people set: the 
Stamp of approval on it on August 
31, and will make adequate provi- 
sion for the schools. About $650,000 
will be the net gain of the city by 
this increase, and arodund $350,000 
of this amount would go to. the 
schools. The balance will be used 
entirejy to pay the interest and sink- 
ing fund of the entire bond issue of 
$8,850,000, voted for by such a great 
majority in the spring.” 

Mr. Key closed by making the 
statement that no civic or business 
or other organization has a right to 
oppose this increase unless it has 
a constructive program which will 
take its place. . 

“The city will be actuaily damned 
in the sight of all right thinking 
people all Over the country if we 
allow our schools to suffer, and it 
ought to be. We must see that the 
votes go in the box favoring this 
Increase, on August 31,” concluded 
Mr, Key, who was enthusiastically 
applauded. 

Special Committee, 

A special committee was appoint- 
ed at this time by Mr. Sutton to 
look after the matter of securing 
speakers, etc., for a series of meet- 
ings which will be held in the 
schools throughout the city to 
arouse the patrons and voters to 
the absolute need of voting for the 
increase. A group of parent-teacher 
officers also held a meeting immedi- 
ately after the close of. the session 
of the principals, with a view of co4 
operating in this effort.

IMPORTS OF GOLD 
TOUCH HIGHEST 
FIGURES IN JULY 


Washington, August 4.—Gold im- 
ports amounting to $32,000,000 dur- 
ing the ten days ending July 20 
reached the highest mark for any 
similar period in the past three 
months, according to a statement 
issued today by the federal reserve 
board. During the ten days ending 
April 10, the total was $48,000,000. 

Exports of gold during the sec- 
ond ten days of July, however, were 
only $511,762. 

Of the gold imported during the 
July period France sent in more 
than $16,000,000 worth, Great Brit- 
tain over $7,000,000 and British In- 
dia over $1,000,000, while the total 
exported included $33,367 sent to 
Canada, $437,465 to Mexico and $40,- 
900 to Hong-Kong. 

The total gold imported from} 
January 20, amounted to $391,435,- 
348, as compared with exports of 
$8,446,279 during the same period. 
‘Silver imports for the ten days 
amounted to $1,833,954 as compared 
with exports of $868,942, while for 
the half-year period imports total- 
ed $30,772,242 as against exports 
of $23,297,887.
